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Reward And Punishment 


Instead of consulting with one another 
about the twistings and turnings of So­ 
viet policy, perhaps diplomats should con­ 
sult some former prisoners worked over 
by Russians schooled in the technique of 
Ivan Petrovich Pavlov. 
Pavlov was the Russian physiologist who 
conducted the famous experiments demon­ 
strating conditioned reflexes in dogs. 
Reduced to its .simplest terms, the dem­ 
onstration proved a dog fed raw meat 
simultaneously with the ringing of a bell 
soon drooled when the bell rang, though 
the meat wasn’t there. 
This is the secret of brain-washing used 
on prisoners to make them say and do 
what their captors want them to. It is 
incorporated in Russian diplomacy. The 
human mind. too. has conditioned re­ 
flexes. Russians use this knowledge to get 
what they want by subterfuge. 
Pavlov did extensive work in reward- 
and-punishment reflexes. A dog punished 
with a folded newspaper learns to re­ 
gard the tap of a folded paper on other 
objects as the equivalent of a tap on its 
own body. 
By alternating reward and punishment, 
Pavlov demonstrated an entire technique 
of training. The Soviet state has been built 


largely on this technique -first punish­ 
ment, then reward 
Conditioned reflexes 
that go with reward and punishment are 
exploited for national advantage. 
This is brain-washing. 
First, win the subject's confidence by a 
series of rewards. 
Then break his confidence bv a series 
of rebuffs that will make him doubly 
anxious to redeem himself by winning 
his way back into confidence. 
The I ’nited States had been encouraged 
to feel good lately because it was given a 
little of what it wanted in the nuclear 
test ban treaty. Then the United States 
was made to feel had because of a block­ 
ade of the Autobahn leading to Berlin 
Then the blockade was lifted. The United 
States felt good 
Then Andrei Gromyko, Soviet foreign 
minister, said dourly in the United Na­ 
tions that East-West efforts to lessen ten­ 
sion are getting nowhere. The United 
States thought they wore getting some­ 
where The United States feels bad Soon, 
it will feel good even though nothing 
really happened Hark' The bidi. 
Sweet and sour. Hot and cold Up and 
down! In and out. Pavlov and the dogs 
are at it.

43.659 votes. Hove 38.690, con­ 
servative Republican John Scott 
5,512 and independent Thomas 
Dewey 331. 


Andrews, former North Dako­ 
ta national DOP committeeman, 
stands 6-4 and weighs upwards 
of 230 Hove, 47, an English pro­ 
fessor at the state university 
here, conceded to him at 9 30 
p.m.. 90 minutes after last polls 
had closed 


Victory by Andrews. 38, con­ 
tinued a near-perfect North Da­ 
kota record of sending only Re­ 
publicans to the House of Rep­ 
resentatives. Quentin N. 
Rur- 
dick was the only Democrat to 
break the chain since the state 
entered the union in 1889. win­ 
ning a statewide vote in 1958 and 
jumping to the Senate in a spe­ 
cial 1960 election. 


Since the lush farming region
